Ottawa, Sept 22nd.— The 
phere of tension caused by the 
wildering and terrifying march of 
events in Czechoslovakia was much 
relieved during the past week by the 
dramatic visit of | Mr Chamberlain, 
the British Prime Minister to Mr 
Hitler in Bavaria. On the results of 
these conversations hang the hopes 
of the civilized world. The Prime 
Minister of the Dominion, Mr Macken- 
zie King( in a wire to Mr Chamber- 
lain expressed the deep satisfaction of 
the government atthe visit. “lam 
sure” Mr. King said “the whole Cana- 
dian people will warmly approve this 
farseeing and truly noble action on 
the part of Mr. Chamberlain.” Direct 
personal contact is the most effective 
means of clearing away the tension 
and misunderstanding that have mark- 
ed the course of events in Europe in 
recent months. Mr. Chamberlain has 
taken emphatically the right step”. 

It may be some days before any- 
thing really definite is known about 
these conversations. The first three 
hours spent together in Hitler’s moun- 
tain retreat were spent in a “frank 
discussion” we have been told. Other 
conversations between the Nazi chiet-' 
tain and British Prime Minister will 
follow. The world awaits the outcome 
in suspense. The government and Can- 
audian people share in the universal an- 
xlety, Domestic affairs in this country 
lose fora time their significance in 
the face of a world situation which 
has unimaginable possibilities. But 
even in the fce of the continued un- 


abated disorder in the republic of 
zechoslovakia, the hope which re 
fuses to die, rests in the unwearied 


wfforts of the British people and their 
statesmen to hold in check the dis- 
ruptive forces t work inthe world, The 
Canadian government nd the Canadian 
people wholeheartedly support these 
efforts, As expressed by editorial com- 
ment throughout the Dominion, the 
course taken by Mr. Chamberlain has 
removed the possility of ‘“misunder- 
standing”. All cards are laid on the 
table, all avenues for the preservation 
of peace are explorad and if even then 
the catastrophe cannot be averted, 
the responsibility before the bar ot 
world opinion will be placed unequi- 
yocally where it belongs. 


The Trade Pact With the

States is finally signed sealed and de 
livered there will continue to be rum- 
ors about Canadian products which 
may be injured in the British markets 
by the new treaty between the United 
States and the United Kingdom, Only 
with the conclusion of this treaty as 
well can this anxiety be removed. At 
present our 8 negotiators who have 
been in Washington for months are ex 
pected in Ottawa to lay before the cab- 
inet ministers the difficulties which 
are still to be straightened out. One of 
these is the regulation in force in the 
United States which forves all lumber 
shipped from Canada to that maihet 
lo be branded with the country of ori- 
gin.

It is quite evident, however, that the 
majority of points at issue have been! 
settled and that it will not be long be-| 
lore the treaty cn be signed. Unsett- 
led questions relating to lumber, fruits 
and some other primary products 
Will doubtless be settled by direct dis: ; 
cussions between leading officials of 
the two countries. There are rumors’ 
that parliament may be called some 
time this fall to give its approval to; 
the treaty. This depends largely, how 
ever, on whether the treaty contains | 
any appreciable increases in tariff 
schedules. Tariff rates cannot be rais- 
ed without the consent of parliament. 
As this seems unlikely it is probable 
from the present outlook that parlia- 
ment will not be summoned. Th» 
treaty would be put into force by or- 
ders in council and approval would be 
asked during the next session. 
Whether parliament is to be sum 
moned depends on a graver issue and 
it is the hope and prayer of — every 
body that this will not be necessary. 
The Dominion parliament has been 
fully advised from Westminster on 
the course of the crisis in Europe but | 
outwardly all is calm about Parlia 
ment Hill. There have been no spec- 
ial meetings of the cabinet. The Prime 
Minister, Mr King has been confined 
to his home, though not his bed, with 
sciatica. His condition is improving 
and it is stated he will soon be again 
at his office. But beneath this appar 
ent calm is of course the deepest anx-' 
i@ty. In case war should break out, 
parliament would probably be 
moned immediately to decide on Can- 
ada’s course of action. The Prime 
Minister has stated a number of 
times in the House of Commons that 
this would be the course the govern- 
ment would follow.

The shadow of “The Four Horsemen 
of the Apocalypse is falling upon us. 
The chargers are being groomed, sad- 
dled and equipped to spread war, bun- 
ger, death and destruction, 

Should these evil forces be loosed, 
then the young men, under flying ban- 
ners and to the strains of martial mus- 
ic, will bravely march to baftle. But 
soon they will find that their flesh is 
but a poor shield against hurtling, jag- 
ged steel splinters, They will know 
the hard choking and blinding death 
from poison gas.

The Following Facts : 


Before the Turgeon Commission 


1. On the Opening Day. Counsel for the Line 
Llevator Companies Was the first to address the 
Commission, He analysed the burdens upon Western 
farmeis, He referred t tariffs, interest rate, the 
cost of th'ngs farmers buy, transportation costs, etc. 
He said; 


(a) “It may be stated that the farmer suf- 
fers from the double handicap of buying his 
goode at costs which are enhanced by a closed 
market and selling his product on a market in 
which tariffs and embargoes have be&n raised 
against him. 


(b) “No one wishes, least of all those whose 
welfare is his welfare, to leave the farmer th® 
victim of conditions which he did nothing to 
create. 


(c) “At this point | may state that my 
clients endorse, whole-heartedly, any move- 
ment for a relief of the farmers’ burdens and 
for the granting of support, as long as any con- 
dition, either national or international, external 
or int€rnal, render that relief and that support 
necegsary for the maintenance of adequate liv- 
ing standards for farmers and their families.” 


2. At Calgary. Exhaustive evidence was offered 
of the increased costs of things which farmers buy. 
In answer to Mr Justice ‘Turgeon, Counsel for the 
Line Elevators, said; 


“| want to say, quite firmly, my Lord, that 
the elevator companies do not oppose the es- 
tablishment of a What Board. Rather, we are 
all in favour of anything that will give the far- 
mer the necessary protection. As | indicated at 
the beginning of this Inquiry, out attitude to- 
wards this Commission is that we would like 
to join with everybody else in searching for 
the best remedy for the ills of the farmers.” 


3. In the formal written argument— submiited on 
behali of the Line Elevator Companies—Counsel 
sald; 


“tt is submitted that a wheat board organi- 
zation should be retained and made available 
for the guarantee of price in case the prevail- 
ing world price declines below a fixed figure 
vet tc assure the grower the highest minimum 
price possible for his product.” 


The 1938 Wheat Board 


In 1988 the Line Elevator Companies advocated 
und supported a Wheat Board and the highest pos- 
sible minimum price. Oral representations to the 
Domipion Government were supported by the follow- 
ing letter sent on July 20th, 1938, to the Dominion 
Cabinet und the Chairman of the Wheat Board; 


“We understand from recent Press reports 
that the minimum price for the current crop 
yea! for wheat will be determined and = an- 
nounced by your Board and the Government in 
the next week or ten days. Our Association 
placed in evidence before the recent Royal 
Grain Enquiry Commission the following; 


“Volume 1, page 20, ‘At this point 1 may 
stale that my clients endorse wholeheartedly 
any movement for u relief of the farmers’ bur- 
dens and for the granting of support as long as 
any condition, either national or international, 
external or internal, render that relief and that 
support necessary for the maintenance of ade- 
quate living standards for farmers and their 
families.’ 


“And again, Volume 1, page 26. “If the delib- 
erations of this Commision are to have con- 
structive effect which it is desired we believe 
that it should consider the economic position 
of the Western farmer in the national house- 
hold. In any enquiry directed towards these 
ends and in any movement to ameliorate this 
position I am instructed to state that my clients 
will wholeheartedly join.” Bearing in mind the 
welfare of the producers, May we respectfully 


urge that your Board and the Government give 
consideration to the relationship between the 
present costs of necessities and the price of 
wheat. We understand that recent statistics 
releused by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
covering food, fuel, rent, clothing and sundries 
show that the average cost of these items for 
the year 1937 to be 31 per cent higher than the 
cost of the same articles for the year 1913, The 
average price for No. 1 Nor. wheat in store 
Fort William for the year 1918 was 8c. The 
handicap under which we believe our clients 
are laboring is set forth in the evidence given 
on our behalf by Mr L. W. Brockington, K. C., 
Volume 1, pge 16, through 26, of the evidence 
of the recent Royal Grain Enquiry Commission. 
It is the hope of this Association that the 
Gavernment will consider the highest possible 
minimum price consistent with the welfare of 
the Dominion of Canada.’ Signed ©. E 
Hayles, President.” 


After the price was set, in a newSpaper interview, 
Mr C, E, Hayles said; 


“The members of the North-West Grain Deal- 
ers’ Association are pleased to note that the 
Dominion Government has recognized the prin- 
ciple that, in the face of adverse int¢rnational 
and national conditions, the economic position 
of the Western farmer is entitled to federal 
support, even at the risk of loss to the Domin- 
ion Treasurey. We wish, however, that the Do- 
minion Government had been able to guaran- 
tee a higher price.”
